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King and Klibi discuss 

preparations for summit 

Reports of possible Syrian-Iraqi meeting 
strengthen prospects for Arab gathering

HIS MAJESTY King Hussein and Arab 
League Secretary- General Chadli Klibi on 
Sunday discussed efforts to convene an Arab 
summit, the Jordanian News Agency, Petra, 
said. 


Petra said the King and Mr. 
Klibi. who arrived here earlier in 
the day, also exchanged views on 
preparations for the summit. 

rhe King's meeting with Mr. 
Klibi was attended by Prime Min- 
ister Zaid Rifai. Court Minister 
Adnan Abu Odeh and Foreign 
vlinister Taher Al Masri. 

Mr. Klibi. who is in Amman as 
part of his visits to Arab countries 
for consultations with Arab lea- 
ders on preparations for the sum- 
mit. reaffir med in an arrival sta- 
te nent to Petra that the purpose 
of his visit to Jordan was to consult 
the King on tbe summit. He pra- 
ised the King's "outstanding, eff- 
orts to prepare the suitable atm- 
osphere for convening an Arab 
summit and making it a success.” 
"I shall listen with great interest 
to His Majesty’s advice since he 
has long and outs tanding exp- 


erience on joint Arab action.” Mr. 
Klibi told Petra. 

The Arab League secretary- 
general. who is here on a two-day 
. visit, was met upon arrival by Mr. 
Masri and senior Foreign Ministry 
officials. 

The King’s meeting with Mr.. 
Klibi coincided with reports from 
the Gulf that senior officials of 
Iraq and Syria are to meet later 
this month to pave the way for a 
reconciliation summit between 
their leaders. 

Tbe Abu Dhabi-based AJ Itt- 
ihad quoted sources in Damascus 
as saying that Syrian Vice- 
President Abdul Halim Khaddam 
and the vice-chairman of Iraq’s 
ruling Revolutionary Command 
Council. Izzat Ibrahim, would 
meet in mid- June to prepare for a 
meeting between President Hafez 


Al Assad of Syria and President 
Saddam Hussein of Iraq. 

Iraq and Syria severed ties in 
1980 and the two presidents have 
not met in private since 1978. 

King Hussein has been trying to 
arrange a rapproche neat between 
the two presidents and visited 
Damascus and Baghdad in May 
for talks with them. 

Western diplomats in Baghdad 
were quoted as saying on Saturday 
that Iraq and Syria were also hol- 
ding talks on reopening a dosed 
Iraqi pipeline which runs through 
Syrian territory. Syria, which 
tracks Iran in the Gulf war. closed 
the pipeline in 1982. 

Al Ittfoad quoted diplomatic 
sources as saying Syria had agreed 
to reopen toe pipeline,. which used 
to cany 800.000 barrels of oil a 
day to the Syrian port of Latakia., 

A Syrian -Iraq i reconciliation 
would dear the way for conven ing 
an Arab summit Decause Syria’s 
differences with Jordan and Iraq 
were one of the major stumbling 
blocks in earlier Arab efforts. 

King Fahd Ibn Abdul Aziz of 
Saudi Arabia sent a message to 
King Hassan D of Morocco on 
Saturday.

sought probe into cover-up on killings 


ILL AVIV (Agencies) — The 
Israeli cabinet on Sunday app- 
ointed a new attorney-general to 
replace Yitzhak Zamir, who def- 
ied its pleas to drop a probe into 
the -alleged role of Israel’s internal 
security chief in the 1984 killing of 
two captured Palestinian bus hij- 
ackers. ‘ 

The move, announced at the 
weekly cabinet meeting, was exp- 
ected to delay the start of any pol- 
ice or judicial investigation into 
allegations against Shin Bet head 
Avraham Shalom. 

Cabinet Secretary Yossi Beilin 
denied that the appointment of 
Tel Aviv District Court Judge 
Yosef Harish, 62, was linked to 
Mr. Zamir's rejection of appeals 
from Israeli leaders to shelve an 
investigation in the name of nat- 
ional security. 

The announcement followed 
fresh press allegations that For- 
eign Minister Yitzhak Shamir, due 
to become prime minister again in 
October, ordered a cover-up of 
che circumstances of the deaths of 
two Palestinians captured after 
troops stormed a bus hijacked to 
occupied Gaza.

February he intended to quit but 
was asked to stay cm until a rep- 
lacement could be found. 

Israel Radio said he found out 
only after be arrived at the cabinet 
session that his resignation would 
go into effect on Wednesday — an 
apparent expression of gov- 
ernment displeasure. 

Publicly, however, the cabinet

"1 will not be able to give an 
opinion until I look into the case, 
thoroughly.” Mr. Harish said, giv- 
ing no indication bow long a rea- 
ssessment could take. As 
attorney-general, only Mr. Harish 
will be empowered to reverse Mr. 
Zamir’s decision. 

The Yedioth Ahronoth new-, 
spaper reported that Mr. Shamir 
allowed Shin Bet to lie to two off- 
icial inquiries that investigated the 
Palestinians’ deaths. An Israeli 


general charged with beating them 
to death was cleared. 

Yedioth quoted senior political 
sources as saying Mr. Shams' all- 
owed Shalom to fabricate evi- 
dence after the Shin Bet chief said 
full disclosure of its methods 
would damage security. 

Mr. Shamir has refused to dis- 
close publicly details about hk 
involvement in the case. A cabinet 
communique on Sunday said Mr. 
Peres had forbidden all ministers 
from speaking to the press about 
the hijacking without hk per- 
mission. 

Spokesman Beilin told rep- 
orters that the new attorney- 
general could stop an inv- 
estigation at any time, but added 
that Judge Harish was "not a pup- 
pet.

BONN (R) — West German For- 
eign Minister Hans- Dietrich Gen- 
scher on Sunday urged the United 
States and the Soviet Union to 
stick to plans for a summit this 
year and said he was convinced a 
meeting was still possible. 

"It is vital that both sides work 
towards a summit which will take 
place before tbe end of the year,” 
Mr. Genscher said in a radio int- 
erview. 

He added there were prospects 
for early progress at U-S -Soviet 
anus control negotiations on iss- 
ues such as catting medium-range 
nuclear weapons and that tus 


could be the key to a new meeting 
between US. Presideat Ronald 
Reagan and Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev. 

"1 believe that in the coming 
months we will see movement at 
the arms control talks in Geneva 
which would make a summit mee- 
ting possible if both sides show 
good will,” he added. 

A senior Soviet official.' Val- 
entin Palin, said in Bonn on Friday 
that he had doubts whether a 
summit was still possible unless 
Washington changed its attitude 
towards Moscow.

Referring to the King's med- 
iation bid to bring together the 
Syrian and Iraqi leaders, the sou- 
rce said: "It appears that Hk Maj- 
esty's efforts are bearing fruits, 
and positive elements have begun 
to emerge in the Arab arena.” 


U.N. ends 
session on 
Africa with 
broad 
accord 

UNITED NATIONS (Agencies) 
— The special U.N. session on 
Africa’s economic plight was exp- 
ected to end Sunday in broad agr- 
ee nent despite delays caused by 
differences over key points, off- 
icials said. 

A meeting of the General Ass- 
embly scheduled for 9 p.m. Sat- 
urday (0100 GMT) was put back 
to 1030 a.m. Sunday (1430 
,G vfT) while delegates worked on 
a document wrapping up five days 
of discussions. 

Thk was to be adopted as a con- 
sensus of the 159-nation ass- 
e nbly. officials said. 

They predicted that it would 
neither endorse nor reject a 
.->128.1. billion recovery pro- 
gramme proposed by the Org- 
anisation of African Community 
(OA U). but would embody a gen- 
eral commitment of support for 
the African states. 

While the postponed meeting of 
the General Assembly was exp- 
ected to adopt a final document, 
the most divisive issues were exp- 
ected to be papered over in order 
that the session might conclude 
with at least a semblance of unity, 
■one official said. 

There were fears earlier of a 
repetition of last year’s experience 
at the UN. 40th anniversary ses- 
sion. which ended without accord 
ou a declaration of principles. 

"If there were again dis- 
agreement on a final document 
that would be seen as yet another 
UN. failure and would be very 
damagmg not only for Africa but 
for the organisation.” one U.N. 
official observed. 

One of the difficulties to be res- 
olved, officials said, was the Afr- 
ican states’ proposed end- 
orsement of their M28-biUion 
recovery programme, some 546 
billion of which, over five years, 
they want non-African donors to 
provide. 

In public debate this week, lea- 
ders of major industrial powers, 
including Secretary of State Geo- 
rge Shultz, West German Foreign 
Minister Hans - Dietrich Genscher 
and British Foreign Secretary 
Geoffrey Howe avoided making 
specific commitments, citing then- 
own domestic problems. 

Both the United States and Bri- 
tain met African requests for debt 
forgiveness with tbe response that 
thk must be considered on a 
case -by-case bask.

Amal- Palestinian war gathers new 
intensity despite truce efforts 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — Heavy 
fighting raged throughout Sunday 
between ShTite Ante] militiamen 
and Palestinians defending three 
big refugee camps, breaking a 
midnig ht trace negotiated by Alg- 
erian and Iranian diplomats. 

At least 40 people have been 
killed and hundreds wounded and 
displaced mil days of fighting, 
the worst bloodshed since hun- 
dreds died in a month of clashes at 
the camps on Beirut’s southern 
outskirts last year. 

Security sources said artillery, 
mortar and rocket exchanges 
began at dawn, and by the aft- 
ernoon the : Sabra,-ShatiUa and 
Bourj Al Barajneh camps were' 
engulfed in violence. 

A PaJestmian source quoted by 
Reuter said it was “difficult to 
determine the number of victims 
as the battle is still raging. 7 ’ 

The security sources said the 
flare-up followed the death at 
dawn of Aly Hamieh, 22-year-old 
brother of AraaTs top military 
.leader Akel Hamieh, 29. 

Amal sources said Aly Hamieh 
was killed by shellfire in Bourj Al 
Barajneh. 


Israeli 
economy 
is ’fragile’ 
despite 
recovery 

TLL AVIV IR) — Israel’s central 
bank said Sunday high foreign 
debt and rising consumption thr- 
eatened. the government’s 11- 
month-old economic recovery 
plan. 

Bank Governor Moshe Man- 
del baum, presenting hk annual 
report for 1985. said die gov- 
ernment must reduce taxes, enc- 
ourage savings and release its tight 
grip on the capital market to help 
the economy. 

Mr. Mandelbaum told a press 
conference the plan had cut wages 
by 1 1 per cent and monthly inf- 
lation, running at an average of 23 
percent in 1985. was now down to 
1 3 per cent. 

But he said in hk last message as 
bank chief: "The process of eco- 
nomic recovery stDI feces many' 
difficulties and hardships and the 
situation is fragile.” 

Mr. Mandelbaum’ s resignation 
was demanded by a state inquiry 
into a 1983 bank share crash, and 
he leaves office on Monday. 

"hi recent months there has 
been a renewed rise in demand 
due to increased available income 
and continued reduction in sav- 
ings.” he said. 

Israel's trade position had det- 
eriorated after an improved per- 
formance in 1 985 and the monthly 
trade deficit was now running at 
595 million, he added. 

The report showed that despite 
an improvementinlsraersforeign 
reserves, the country faces long- 
term problems in balance of pay- 
ments due to a foreign debt of 
about S>19.2 billion. 

"The problems of interna] debt 
and external debt have not yet 
been solved and a necessary res- 
tructuring of tiie capital market is 
still before ns,” Mr. Mandelbaum 
said. 


The midnight ceasefire worked 
out by Iranian and Algerian dip- 
lomats here Saturday night held 1 
for only a few hours. 

But intermittent overnight da- 
shes escalated into fierce battles at 
mid-mo raing around Shatilla and 
Bourj Al Barajneh camps. Syrian 
observers were unable to move 
into any of the shantytowns on 
Beirut's southern outskirts to firm 
up the standdown, police said. 

Amal militiamen unleashed 
Syrian-supplied T-54 tank can- 
nons, 106- millimetre recoflless 
guns and 120-millimetre mortars 
at Bourj Al Barajneh. 

Palestinian spokesman- claimed 
their fighters knocked one Amal 
tank with an armour-piercing roc- 
ket near Bourj Al Barajneh. They 
also said Amal men mounted a 
"full-scale attack" on Shatilla 
camp at mid-afternoon behind 
heavy bombardment. 

“But we are holding them on 
‘the fringes. The fighting k even 
heavier than before the cea- 
sefire,” said one Palestinian spo- 
kesman quoted by the AP. 

“The living conditions inside 
the camps are very bad... there are 


food and medicine shortages." 
one source told Reuter. 

He said more than 500 families 
have fled the refugee camps to 
safer areas. "They are living in 
tents now." 

Amal sources said 81- 
milfimetre shells crashed into the 
Shfite southern suburbs and the 
Ouzai seafront killing one person 
and wounding several. "All roads 
to the area including the airport 
road which passes near the Bourj 
Al Barajneh camp are closed." 

Witnesses quoted by Reuter 
reported heavy damage in the 
camps and the crowded southern 
suburbs, and -dozens of houses 
were destroyed. 

The Voice of Lebanon Radio 
reported more than 40 people inj- 
ured on Sunday and east Beirut 
residents said they could hear 
sounds of shelling at the camps. 

Dozens of ceasefire agreements 
between the battling militiamen 
have failed to end the fighting and 
Amal fighters continue to sur- 
round the camps.

A report carried by the daily 
Arabic newspaper Al Dustour on 
Sunday said that consultations 
were under way among local gro- 
ups in Irbid to unanimously elect 
one of the eight candidates was 
strongly denied by Iibid Gov- 
e mo rate officials.

One of the notables said that 
thousands of leaflets were being 
distributed throughout the gov- 
e mo rate by the eight candidates. 
This has prompted the citizens to 
expect a heated race for the seat in 
the Lower House.

LISBON ( R) — Portuguese Pri.ne 
Minster Anibal Cavaco Silva on 
Sunday won overwhelming sup- 
port from his Social Democratic 
Party (PSD) for hk minority gov- 
ern ment’s “gp-it-alone” strategy 
in parliament. 

The PSD annual congress, 
which was to end later Sunday, 
.voted 396 in favour with only six 
against Mr. Cavaco Silva’s motion 
that the centre-right government 
should not for the moment seek 
any formal alliances to help push 
through its policies. 

“The PSD govern men twill seek 
-to complete its mandate in its ent- 
irety," Mr. Cavaco Silva's motion 
said. A proposal that other parties 


could be invited into a PSD-led 
alliance was heavily defeated. 

. Mr. Cavaco Silva's seven- 
nonth-old administration has 
only 88 scats in the 250-seat nat- 
ional assembly though the prime 
minister said during the three-day 
congress that nobody could deny it 
was the " legitimate govern men to! 
the nation.” 

The 46-year-old economist, 
who hopes to modernise Por- 
tugal's backward economy by loo- 
sening state controls and enc- 
ouraging the private sector, told 
cheering delegates in a Lisbon 
theatre that the PSD wanted sta- 
bility but did not fear an early ele- 
ction.

Iraq to ‘solve problem’ 
of convicted Egyptians 


CAIRO (R) — Iraqi President Saddam Hussein 
Sunday promised to “solve the problem” of Egy- 
ptian workers sentenced to death in his country for 
forging passports, Egypt’s Middle East News Age- 
ncy (MENA) reported. 


It said Egyptian President 
Hosni Mubarak phoned Mr. Hus- 
sein to discuss the fate of the wor- 
kers and Mr. Hussein "promised 
to solve the problem within two 
days, in line with the good and 
special relations between the two 
peoples." 

Egyptian Foreign Ministry sou- 
rces said last month that 30 Egy- 
ptians had been sentenced to 
death. Four had already been 
hanged and 10 more were to be 
executed on June 14, they said. 

They were convicted of forging 
passports to enable them to send 
home more of their earnings than 
the 40 Iraqi dinars (£120) they are 


legally entitled to remit 

Iraq’s ruling Revolutionary 
Council recently made this a cap- 
ital offense. 

At least one million Egyptians 
work in Iraq and the Cairo weekly 
Akhbar Al Youm said Saturday 
that 360 more of them were awa- 
iting trial on similar charges. 

Egyptian Foreign Minister 
Esmat Abdul Meguid flew to 
Baghdad Saturday night with a 
message to Mr. Hussein from Mr. 
Mubarak. 

Iraq has made no official men- 
tion of the affair, which jeo- 
pardises relations with one of its 
staunchest supporters in its long- 


running war with Iran. 

Mr. Abdul Meguid was exp- 
ected to have talks with Iraq’s 
Foreign Minister Tareq Aziz, who 
invited him to Baghdad. 

Iraq's official news agency INA 
said die talks would cover bilateral 
relations, the pan-Arab situation 
and the non-aligned summit in 
Zimbabwe next August. 

But reports from Cairo pointed 
to the fate of the condemned Egy- 
ptians as LMegukfs main pre- 
occupation. 1 

Mr. Mubarak told reporters 
Saturday be was concerned about 
their fate and was seeking a sol- 
ution. 

Iraq has moved to curb the flow 
of money abroad by restricting the 
money that Egyptian workers can 
remit. 

The limit for Egyptians working 
in the private sector was cut from 
57 Iraqi dinars ($ 1 70) a month to 
a maximum of 40 dinars (b 1 20). 


U.S. ambassador blames Arabs for 
not helping Mideast peace drive 


KUWAIT (AP) — The LI .S. amb- 
assador to Kuwait was quoted on 
Sunday as telling the newspaper 
Al Qabas that Washington was 
dismayed because certain Arab 
powers were not helping the Mid- 
dle East peace drive. 

Anthony Qua in ton tokl the 
paper that U.S. President Ronald 
Reagan wai nevertheless trying to 
smooth over congressional obj- 
ection to al $354-mfllion sale of 
arms to Saudi Arabia, after the 
kingdom had agreed to drop 800 
Stinger missiles from the blu- 
eprinted deal. 

Saudi Arabia had requested 
1,066 air-to-air Sidewinder mis- 
siles, and 100 ship-to-ship Har- 
poon missiles, along with the 
shoulder-fired Stingers. 

With the Stingers excluded the 
value of the desired purchase 
came down to $264 million. 

Mr. Qua in ton spoke to editor 
Mohammad Jassem AJ Saqr and 
other journalists during a visit to 
Al Qabas’ offices here Saturday. 

Responding to remarks about 
Saudi Arabia’s purported dis- 
illusionment over the US. Con- 
gress’ objection, Mr. Quainton 


stressed that the US. in recent 
years sold Saudi Arabia arms 
worth $50 billon. 

“In fact, there’s a feeling of dis- 
appointment inU.S. political qua- 
rters because our Arab friends 
have not supported the (U.S.- 
sponsored) Mideast peace pro- 
cess,” be tokl the paper. 

Al Qabas printed a detailed 
account of Mr. Quainton’s rem- 
arks in Arabic. 

He said that the United States 
“feels the Arab governments want 
to gain what they need of military 
equipment and economic ass- 
istance without taking into con- 
sideration our (U.S.) interests... 
and this is not acceptable to tire 
American public opinion and 
Congress.” 

Mr. Quainton discounted spe- 
culations that the Soviet stands to 
gain more influence in the Arab 
World if Saudi Arabia and other 
Arab states turned to Moscow for 
weapons. 

He was obviously alluding to a 
rpcent statement by an uni- 
dentified Saudi official, who told 
the AP that his country would 
seek arms from "any country of 


our choice, irrespective of whe- 
ther we are bound to that country 
with diplomatic relations." 

The Saudi official was obviously 
referring to the Soviet Union. 

Mr. Quainton dismissed as unt- 
rue the allegations that the United 
States was benefitting from foe 
protracted war between Iran and 
Iraq. He said Washington’s ability 
to pressure Iran to stop foe 68- 
month-old war was “non- 
existent.” 

“The U.S. has no trade or mil- 
itary relations with Iran, and our 
ability to pressure Tehran is non- 
existent,’’ he told Al Qabas. 

“If s unfair to say that foe Uni- 
ted States has an interest in pro- 
longing the (Iran-Iraq) war. Unl- 
ike the Soviet Union we are not 
selling arms to neither side,” he 
said. “In fact, the United States 
and its allifts have an interest in 
ending foe oonffict, because foe 
conflict has adversely affects foe 
flow of ofl exports to foe West” 

Asked about Syria's alleged 
links with international terrorism, 
Mr. Quainton urged foe Dam- 
ascus government to dose the off- 
ices of the renegade Palestinian 
extremist Abu Nidal. 


Amal-Palestinian war gathers new intensity

Kach arsonists attack 
Jerusalem Arab house

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM - 
Muhammad Haj Yahia was wat- 
ching television late one night last 
week. Suddenly, he heard a noise 
and then saw the flames leaping 
from under the door of his flat in 
Jerusalem's French Hill nei- 
ghbourhood. 

The arson attempt on foe apa- 
rtment where foe 29-year-old soc- 
ial work doctoral student lives fol- 
lowed two weeks of harassment 
which he suspects came from foe 
Kach Party. 

In foe last two weeks, Haj Yahia 
has twice found yellow notes on 
his door bearing the Kach insignia. 
“Arab, don’t you dare talk to a 
Jewess.” they read. The day bef- 
ore the fire, his door was spray- 
painted in bold black letters: 
“Arabs. Kahane will take care- of 
you. Kach ” 

Haj Yahia’s neighbours helped 
him put out foe blaze, tried to 
clear up and even offered to put 
him up for the nigh t, he says. Both 
he and his neighbours said that 
relations between them were 
“excellent.” ; Haj Yahia. who is 
from Thibe in the Triangle, had no 
problems renting foe apartment, 
which is Jewish -owned. He has 
lived in Jerusalem for foe past nine 
years. 

"I was too scared to go to sleep 
after foe incident, and some fri- 
ends of mine came to sleep over ” 
he .recalled, after spending hours 
cleaning foe soot-covered door 


and walls of his flat. “ I was afraid 
they would come in again through 
the window near by Bed.” 

Now Haj Yahia questions vis- 
itors before he opens the charred 
door of his home. A knock at the 
door jolts him- He considers the 
arson a “murder attempt.” 

You feel harassed, unsure, 
uneasy, you can't play anything 
even for a minute. When 1 go out 
now, I find myself looking over my 
should er.Tm afraid, but not to the 
point that TU be drawn into con- 
frontation. 1 just want to defend 
myself and my right to live where I 
please, he said. 

Both Haj Yahia and his nei- 
ghbours balk at any suggestion 
that the arsonist could have come 
from within the building. He bel- 
ieves foe incident may be con- 
nected to a group of youths be has 
recently seen loitering in the nei- 
ghbourhood, and who he says 
have been eyeing him in recent 
days. 

“He is very quiet, and there 
have been no problems between 
us.” said a neighbour. “I believe 
Jews have a right to live anywhere, 
and that also goes for the Arabs ” 

The arson is foe latest in a series 
of incidents of anti-Arab van- 
dalism in Jerusalem in recent 
months. Recently, anti-Arab slo- 
gans were daubed bn foq walls of 
an apartment building m Kijyat £ 
Hayovei where two Arab students f , 
live. Eartier this year two Neve 1 
Ya’aoov apartmeats occupied by 
Arab families were Set alight — 
The Jerusalem Post. 


Italian Air Force takes over 
responsibility of Lampedusa 


ROME (AP) — The Italian mil- 
itary has taken over responsibility 
of foe UJS. coast guard station on 
foe Mediterranean Island of Lam- 
pedusa. target of a foiled Libyan 
missile attack in April a Defence 
Ministry official has said. 

The Loran Radar Navigation 
Station will continue to be man- 
ned by coast guard personnel, 
however, said foe official, who 
spoke to the Associated Press on 
condition of anonymity.

Israel denies it ran big spy ring in U.S. 


TEL AVIV (R) — The Foreign 
Ministry Sunday denied US. prcsr 
reports that an American navy 
intelligence analyst accused of 
spying for Israel was part of an 
extensive Israeli espionage ring in 
the United States. 

’These reports are baseless” a 
ministry communique said. “Thfe 
(Jonathan) Pollard a ffa ir was an 
unauthorised deviation from the 
clear-cut Israeli policy of not con- 
ducting any espionage operations 
in the United States.” 

Pollard, a civilian analyst with 
the Naval Intelligence Service was 
arrested last November as he tried 
to crash his car through the gates 
of foe Israeli embassy in Was- 
hington. 

The Los Angeles Times Sat- 
urday quoted U-S. government 
sources as saying Pollard was part 
of an organised and well-financed 
Israeli espionage ring.

The report went on to say that 
the fifth project will be carried out 
on a total area of 42,000 dunums 
with fertile soils, abundant sources 
of water needed for irrigation and 
where there is warm climate in 
winter which is suitable for pro- 
ducing early vegetables. Nearly 
2,800 formers Irving in the areas 
will benefit from this project, the 
report noted. 

Easy term credit 

According to the report, the 
project aims to improve the living

The credit facilities to 
fanners, the report added, will' 
help them set up drip irrigation 
networks and introduce modem 
plasticulture, thus ensuring gre- 
ater production.

This does not mean 
his miming ability is not as good as 
Marceau, in fact many consider 
Pradel, with his rouged cheeks and 
sad, blade ringed eyes, to be po®-\ 
sessedai a formidable” talent. . •' 
■ PradH bfegan 1^' career as an ‘ 
actor oVer thirty - years ago with <l 
people like Michel Piccofi and 
Jacques Maudair. He drifted into' 
mime by’ chance in 1959 at the 
Theatre du Trois Baudots where, 
despite no formal training, Pradel 
picked up the craft with alarming 
speed. By 1961 Pradel was tra- 
veling the world with his sister, 
tominique who also doubles as 
his assistant, giving performances 
in cm re than 43 countries en 
route. 

Totally self taught, Pradel dev- 
ises and choreographs each item 
of the hour and a half long pro- 
gramme himself. The show' opens* 
with the “Prologue” in which he 
gives “ample proof of his great 
skiff’ by miming a considerable 
number of activities from swe- 
eping to walking to playing the 
fiddle. Each action flows smoothly 
and clearly into the next, often 
with hilarious effect

’Comic persona’ 

Throughout bis floppy - brown 
bat expresses his “comic persona” 
— nonchalant cheerful and imp- 
udent Like QiflpHn and other 


.great clowns. before him, Pradel is 
me little man constantly besieged 
by “the surprises and misfortunes 
of Hfe, but never depressed for 
long” 

The last item on the pro- 
gramme, entitled “The Doors” 
gives an idea of the philosophy of 
PradeTs persona. As he opens a 
number of doors, he is surprised 
by all kinds of different sinister 
noises emanating from them, 
which he quickly shuts off by clo- 
sing the door. After th fairing a 
while he rushes round and opens 
all the doors at once letting all the 
noises mix together in a tre- 
mendous cacophony — a cac- 
ophony that is “paradoxically 
beautiful because it is the cac- 
ophony of life.” 

As “The Doors’* shows, Pradel 
’uses a wide variety of props and 
mus ical and sound effects to con- 
vey his ideas. In "Heartbreak” the 
prop is a love letter which he 
readouts aside, tossesaside, rer- 
eads. It is an important aid but not 
as important as the mintin g itself, 
through which Pradel conveys first 
deep despondency, then the abs- 
urdity of taking anything too ser- 
iously and the ridiculousness of 


taking one's own life. 

Irony, humour 

Pradel laces his pieces with unu- 
sual twists of irony and humour. In 
the “Palette Knife” he uses the 
instalment to murder both the 
subject of his painting and then 
the canvas on which the subject 
was being painted in a very funny 
performance. In the “Wei- 
ghtiifter,’' Pradel finally tosses 
aside the huge weight he leads us 
all to firmly believe in thus doubly 
suspending our belief, while the 
creature that threatens to drag 
him- offstage in the “Cowboy” 
turns out to be not tire enraged 
bull we felt sure it must be, bur 
only an insect. 

It is only in “The Hair” that 
Pradel succeeds in fusing daiac faai 
mime with his downing without 
resorting to any props or sounds. 
In this piece Pradel mimes plu- 
cking a hair from his head and 
then doing all sorts of "impossible 
things with it such as balauicmg it 
on his nose and drawing it into one 
ear and out of the other.”

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Peking reiterates its firm 
support for Arab causes 

No plans to establish ties with Israel , statement says 


AMMAN (J.T.) — The People’s Republic of China 
has reiterated its stand vis-a-vis the Middle East 
question and stressed in a statement released in 
Amman on Sunday that Peking will not establish 
diplomatic relations with Israel until the latter has 
changed its present policies. 


The statement, addressed to the 
Foreign Ministry in Amman and 
distributed to the press by the 
Chinese Embassy, said that China 
adheres to its well-known position 
with regard to the Arab-Israeli 
conflict and demands a total Isr- 
aeli withdrawal from all Arab 
lands occupied since 1967 and the 
recognition of the national rights 


of the Palestinian people. It went 
on to say that China supports the 
right of all states in the Middle 
East region to independence and 
free existence. 

The statement categorically 
denied reports appearing in the 
local A1 Dus tour Arabic daily 
newspaper about a high-level 
Chinese delegation paying a secret 


visit to Israel early in April. It said 
that such reports, fabricated by 
Israel, are totally unfounded and 
are aimed at sabotaging the exi- 
sting friendly ties between the 
Chinese and Arab peoples. 

China, the statement stressed, 
firmly supports the just struggle of 
the Arab people to regain their 
rights and the usurped land of the 
Palestinian people and is totally 
opposed to Israel's expansionist 
and aggressive policies io the reg- 
ion. 

The statement also said that 
Peking was sure that those who 
adhere to national stands will not 
believe such falsehoods.

AMMAN — “It is an amazing, 
wonderful land with friendly peo- 
ple and a wise leadership” These 
were the words of a member of a 
group of American tourists cur- 
rently on a visit to Jordan and the 
Holy Land.

I countries in the world and it is 
well-known for its peaceful atm- 
osphere, a number of the 160 tou- 
rists told the Jordan Times ou Sat- 
urday evening during a reception 
organised in honour of the group 
by the Tourism Authority. 

In a speech he delivered at the 
reception Director of the Tourism 
Authority Nasri Atallah outlined 
Jordan’s archaeological and bib- 
lical sites and shrines which he 
sent are the backbone of the Kin- 
gdom's tourism industry. 

Mr. Aqel Bultagi, vice president 
of Alia, the Royal Jordanian 
Airline, also addressed the group 
and urged them to take back with 
them a warm impression about 
Jordan. “Go bade home and tell 
your decision-makers what you 
have seen in Jordan. Tell them 
that you met peaceful people here 
but people who neea more 
peace,” Mr. Bultagi said. 

Hie was referring to the sta- 
lemated peace process and tire ris- 
ing tension in the Middle East in 
the absence of a comprehensive 
settlement to the. Arab-Israeli 
conflict 

All members of the group who 
were interviewed by foe Jordan 
Times billed Jordan as one of foe 
most secure countries in the world 
and many said they also thought 
the national carrier to be the safest 
and most advanced. 

Mr.Lovan Riley, the director of 


a U 5. -based travel agency which 
organised the trip in cooperation 
with a local travel agency , said that 
U.S. tourism to foe Middle East 
has declined considerably 
since the recent developments in 
foe region, particularly following 
the 011111317 confrontation bet- 
ween the U S. and Libya . But des- 
pite the tense situation, foe group 
decided to visit Jordan and then to 
cross over to the West Bank, Mr. 
Riley told the Jordan Times. 

Some members of the group vis- 
ited Jordan last year and they were 
keen to make another trip but the 
majority had never been outof the 
United States before. 

The trip was originally planned 
last June but was Belayed due to 
developments in the region. 

Mr. George Bawwab, from the 
local travel agency, said that the 
trp is an opportunity to show 


American citizens life in Jordan 
and in Arab countries and to cor- 
rect the distorted image of the reg- 
ion which is portrayed in the wes- 
tern media. 

The U.5. travel agency is pla- 
nning to bring another group of 
300 tourists to Jordan in Nov- 
ember. The agency, together with 
a few other travel agenefes, has 
arranged visits to Jordan for bet- 
ween 2,000 to 3,000 American 
tourists. Mr. Riley said. 

Director of Alia tours in North 
A merica Yusef Pano told foe Jor- 
dan Times that he accompanied 
the group to Amman from the 
U.S. to brief them about their trip. 

Head of the group, Mr. Perry 
Stone, and evangelist minister 
Richard Woodruff stressed foe 
need for further cooperation bet- 
ween Jordan and the U.S. in order 
to promote Jordanian tourism.

WE FIND the current fiirore in Israel over the so-called Shalom affair 
to be somewhat peculiar, bat not surprising. It seems to as to bet yet 
another exaople of the periodic “cleansing” of the Israeli conscience 
by momentarily facing up to the deep-seated contradictio n s of Israeli 
life in a great show of anguished self-righteousness, after which the 
good citizens of the Jeweh state can return to business as usual. The 
last such exorcism of collective guilt was the Kahane Co mm i s s i on 
investigation into the massacres at Sabra and Shatila in 15182, which 
for all the talk about “ravaghig the Israeli soul” does not seem to have 
deterred Israel one bit from its aggressive and expansionist aims. 

The Shalom affair has involved an attempt by Israeli Attorney- 
General Yitzhak Zamir, who was sacked yesterday, to investigate the 
role of the head of Israel’s internal security service, Mr. Shalom, in 
the beating deaths of two Palestmians taken prisoner in April 1984 
after h qariffag a bus on the route to Ashkelon. When the in iti a l 
cover-up , involving military assertions that all four alleged hijackers 
had been killed when comnandos stormed the bus, was thwarted by 
the existence of news photographs showing two very-much alive pri- 
soners being led away from the scene, no less than two independent 
investigations were bmnrhed into the events. These inquiries, while 
confirming that the two Pales tinians who survived the storming ope- 
ration later died at the hands of the authorities, subsequently cleared 
ail involved Israelis of any wrongdoing. 

Before his dismissal Mr. Zamir threatened to resurrect all this by 
initiatmg a police investigation into allegations that the internal sec- 
urity chief may Jjave personally ordered the murder of the two pri- 
soners and later prevented witnesses from testifying and otherwise 
obstructed the earlier inquiries. Nearly all members of Israel’s inner 
cabinet, including Prime Minister Shimon Pleres and Foreign Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir, who was prime minister at die time of the killings, 
have apposed the former attorney-general’s efforts to re-open the 
investigation, on the grounds that it would seriously damage the 
internal security service’s “terrorisn-fighting capabilities.” Hence 
the heated debate now raging in Israel over whether the rote of law 
should be subordinated to security considerations or vice versa. 

It seems to us crystal dear that the answer to this question was 
decided long ago in favour of the so-called demands of security. Those 
who now cry out that there must be one law standing above all cannot 
realty be serious. For in addition to the law that Mr. Zamir wanted to 
enforce, there are already an autonomous mSitaiy legal system (which 
found innocent the man accused of actually killing the two Pal- 
estinians), separate laws for Israeli Arabs, and of coarse the military 
orders governing the Palestinians in the occupied territories. This 
politically motivated and opportimisfic appikatioa of multiple legal 
systems indicates that Israelis have always been more interested in the 
form than the substance of law. For the substance of true law is justice 
for all, and smee the midwife at the birth of the Jewish state was 
lqj retire, a principled rule of law seems to have no place in Israel. 

It is reported that Mr. Zamir had contended that refusing to con- 
duct an investigation into the Shalom affair would legitimise a system 
of thought and action buOton a web of lies, and that if a norm of tying 
and cover-up was established, there would be no knowing where It 
would all end. We regret to inform Mr. Zamir that as far re tile state of 
Israel is concerned, he is too late as the hard evidence- of bis sacking in 
fact suggests. Lying and cover-up has long been necessary for the 
perpetuation of the myth that is now Israel, though it is of little 
comfort to ns that a few Israelis are now poking into dark corners and 
uncovering the sordid secrets of state long known to us in the Arab 
World. 

Thus have recently-opened Israeli army archives confirmed the 
reality of the expulsion of the Palestinians in 1948 as against the myth 
of Arab-mdured flight, and elsewhere on tire page sumlarty- 
documented evidence reveals the facts surrounding the massacre at 
Deir Yassm . Both admissions of Israeli guflt represent what we trust is 
the first stage of the victory of Arab truth over Israeli Iks. 

As for the Shalom affair , it remains to be seen whether it, like Sabra 
and Shatila, will be swept under the rug. and whether Mr. Smlom, 
Ike Mr. Ariel Sharon, will be free to go on to bigger and more 
horrendous tilings.

An Arab novelist expresses — in 


Hebrew — the pain of losing Palestine

JERUSALEM — A stunning and 
h ighl y successful new Hebrew 
novel by an Israeli Arab author is 
taking the Jewish public by storm 
and putting the lonely and isolated 
minority firmly on the map of the 
country’s cultural life. 

The book. Arabesques, by 
Anton Shamas, has become the 
Israeli Eteraxy event of the year 
since it was published last month. 
About 15,000 copies were sold 
within days and a thir d edition is 
already on the way. An English 
translation is to be published in 
the US. next year, but it will not 
appear in Arabic. 

The critics have been una- 
nimously lavish in their prase of a 
novel whose value, as one of them 
put it, “goes beyond the world of 
art and touches, by virtue of its 


author, on the social and moral 
problems that result from the pre- 
sence of two peoples — Jews and 
Arabs — in the state of Israel.’' 

An immensely rich and ima- 
ginative book. Arabesques could 
by no means be described as pol- 
itical. yet it succeeds in convincing 
the Jewish reader something of 
the inner reality of! the Palestinian 
experience. 

Mr. Shamas' story, largely aut- 
obiographical, weaves with ele- 
gant narrative complexity bac- 
kwards and forwards through time 
and space bat returns always to 
the tiny northern Galilean village 
of Fasuta where he was bom in 
1950, two years after the birth of 
Israel and the great Palestinian 
exodus. 

Fasuta still exists, hard by the 
Lebanese border, but other Arab 
villa g es and names in the lan- 


dscape of the author’s childhood 
have Jong gone. His characters 
disappear and return at a distance 
of 30 or 40 years. The blonde Chr- 
istian Arab girl who married a 
famous Muslim rebel in the anti- 
British revoltof the 1930s gives up 
the mysterious secrets of Fasuta’ s 
past in toe occupied West Bank of 
the 1980s.

Gorbachev keeping his allies in the dark

SEOUL — President Chun Doo 
Hwan has pulled off a political 
coup by adroitly manoeuvr. g 
opposition leaders into agreeing 
to discuss constitutional change in 
parliament, foreign political ana- 
lysts here have said. 

Top dissidents Kim Dae-Jung 
and Kim Yoong-Sam, who bet- 
ween them control the New Korea 
Democratic Party (NKDP), on 
May 27 reversed their earlier har- 
dline position boycotting the Nat- 
ional Assembly and rejecting dia- 
logue. They agreed toe party 
would take part in a special par- 
liamentary session on June 5 to set 
up a constitutional committee. 

Just one month ago, the NKDP 
was riding high, with big crowds 
flocking to its street rallies in pro- 
vincial capitals to hear den- 
unciations of Chun for stifling 
democracy and demands that he 
quit power and allow free ele- 
ctions for his successor. 

“The whole opposition seemed- 
to think toatytfter (President Fer- 
dinand) Maiobs was deposed in 
the Philippines, Washington

“Bat it hasn’t worked out that 
way at all Quin seems to hhve 
outmanoeuvred them,” he added. 

The presidential counter-attack 
began on April 30. Chun, who 
plans to step down in 1988 and 
had previously resEted any idea of 
constitutional revision before 
then, suddenly said he would acc- 
ept a role change after all if par- 
liament could agree on a formula. 
The present system calls for the 
head of state to be chosen by a 
5,000-member electoral college. 

Kim Dae-Jung immediately 
denounced the offer as a “political 
trick” but other opposition lea- 
ders were more cautious. Oiun’s 
ruling Democratic Justice Party, 
which has a safe overall majority 
in toe diamber, announced it was 
sincerely ready to discuss reform 
and urged the NKDP to abandon 
its street demonstrations and 
come to toe negotiating table. 

The opposition party declined 
toe offer and went ahead with sta- 
ging a rally in Inchon, a western 
port city close to Seoul on May 3. 
The rally had to be called off, 
however, when a mob of students 
mid workers shouting extreme lef- 
tist slogans rioted in Inchon's str- 
eets, attacking police, reviling 
NKDP leaders and preventing 
them from reaching the rally site. 

That night television viewers 
across the country were treated to 
long film footage of toe Inchon 
violence, an unprecedented add- 
ition to state television's usual 
stodgy, closely controlled fare. 


The NKDP was later to charge 
that the government sent agents 
provocateur to Inchon to incite 
the violence, that the radical stu- 
dents while fiercely anti-Chun did 
not espouse anti- American, pro- 
Co mmunist views and that die 
president’s denial of political lib- 
erties - was fanning student fru- 
stration. 

Whatever hopes the opposition 
may have harboured about U.S. 
willingness to pressure Chun were 
dashed in the days that followed. 

Visiting US. Secretary of State 
George Shultz told a news con- 
ference after talks with Chun that 
Washingtoo was satisfied by the 
pace and extent of his planned 
reforms and called on toe opp- 
osition to discuss them in par- 
liament, not in the streets. Poi- 
ntedly Shultz declined to meet eit- 
her of toe op position Kims. 

The NKDP voiced strong dis- 
appointment at the U.S. secretary 
of state’s words and sent party 
president Lee Min- Woo to toe 
United States to canvass support 
there for its (Greet elections drive, 
but apparently with no great suc- 
cess. 

“He seems to have been given 
the Shultz message all over again 
— change should co me peacefully, 
through the parfiamentary pro- 
cess, ", one diplomat said. 

While. Lee was in toe United 
States toc^ch airman of the ruling 
DJP, Roh Tae-Woo, held a rare 
news conference in Seoul. 

Roh, a close associate of Chun 
and often tipped as his successor, 
said the DJP was committed to 
discussing a new political charter 
for South Korea that would meet 
the people’s aspirations for pol- 
itical progress to match toe cou- 
’ n try’s growing economic might. * 
He said the go veming party was 
ready to sit down with the NKDP 
and hammer out an acceptable 
formula, without preconditions, 
“on a blank sheet of paper.” 

Roh said the DJP had. pot yet 
decided what sort of system was 
best for South Korea, whether a 
parliamentary cabinet system Or 
an indirectly elected chief exe- 
cutive, but the party was clear cm 
one thing: “The election of toe 
president by popular vote is not a 
good formula to choose.” 

He added: “We elected the pre- 
sident by direct popular vote six 
times in toe past ... all die pre- 
sidents elected by popular vote 
stayed in power for a longtime to 
become dictators.” 

The ruling camp had made big 
concessions to the NKDFs dem- 
and for greater democracy, Roh 
said. He told the opposition party 
it was now their turn to "display 
the spirit of dialogue and com- 
promise” needed at this point in 
the nation’s history.

MEXICO CITY (R) — Italian 
manager Enzo Bearzot said his 
side were now “on a suffering 
road" after the defending cha- 
mpions has been held to a 1-1 
draw by Bulgaria in the opening 
match of the World Cup soccer 
finals Saturday. 

“If we had won we could have 
afforded to lose one game/' be 
told a press conference after the 
Group A game. 

“We picked up a lot in the sec- 
ond half but were not rewarded. 
Before we think about the Arg- 
entina match, we have to forget 
this one," he said. 

Bearzot sidestepped when 
asked if Paolo Rossi, scorer of six 
goals in the iyS2 finals but omi- 
tted from the side for Saturdays 
match, would play against Arg- 
entina. answering laconically: 
"He’s in the 22.” 

Both Bearzot and veteran full 
back Antonio Cabrini said the 
game was hard but not dirty. Cab- 
rini. sweating profusely in the 
un ventilated interview room, said 
the Italians were markedly fitter 
than the Bulgarians but had still 
suffered from the altitude. 

He also blamed the high grass 
on the pitch for further sapping 
the players' energy. 

Bulgarian coach Ivan Vutzov 
said he was very satisfied with the 
draw, especially as they were pla- 
ying against the world champions 
and had not appeared in the finals 


for 12 years. 

"The long history of opening 
matches e ndin g in a draw has been 
preserved," he said. “There was 
too much pressure and tension to 
expect more.” 

Vutzov agreed with Bearzot 
that the game had not been a dirty 
one but made special mention of 
Italian substitute Gianluca Vialli's 
penalised tackle on striker Sto- 
ytcbo Mladenov which, he said, 
could have been avoided. 

Mladenov’s right ankle had 
swollen and he could miss several 
days training, the Bulgarian coach 
said. 

Asked whether Rossfs omi- 


ssion from the Italian side had 
made any difference, he said: “I 
.felt his replacement Galderisi cre- 
ated more difficulties than Rossi 
would have done.*' 

Questioned about his team’s 
apparent tiredness midway thr- 
ough the second half, Vutzov said 
the altitude had affected them. 

At a press conference in Gua- 
dalajara, Brazilian coach Tele 
Santana said Italy were much the 
better side but had been punished 
for not pressing home their sup- 
eriority. 

“They had excellent scoring 
chances in the second half but lac- 
ked cool finishing,” he said.

President Miguel De La Madrid 
was booed when he took his seat in 
the VIP box. The crowd had gone 
through slow body and bag sea- 
rches in mounting temperatures, 
and fewer than half had reached 
their seats when the two-hour cer- 
emony began. 

Medical officials at Aztec Sta- 
dium said 65 fans were treated for 
exhaustion, fractures and hunger. 
One Mexican was taken to hos- 
pital after suffering a heart attack 
when he discovered he had lost his 
ticket. He was recovering, the off- 
icials said.

MONTERREY. Mexico — Pol- 
and. one of the most durable and 
successful teams in recent World 
Cup finals, will face a double test 
when they meet unfancied out- 
siders Morocco in their opening 
Group F match at the University 
Stadium here Monday. 

The Poles, who train behind 
closed doors and have armed gua-

“We have five professional pla- 
yers from European dubs in our 
squad and we are much stronger 
now than in 1970,” he said. “We 
shall try to play open, attacking 


soccer. We have oo intention of 
defending or close marking (Zbi- 
gniew) Boniek." 

Poland’s coach Antoni Pte- 
rhnirxftlf has already indicated 
that Boniek will not be used in the 
striker’s role he usually plays for 
his Italian club Roma, but in a 
deeper attacking position in mid- 
field —behind WlodzuniezzSmo- 
larek and two other strikers. 

Piechniczek said his squad was 
in good shape and had acc- 
limatised well. But he was wazy of 
over-confidence against Morocco. 
“It will be a tough match for us 
and a draw could be a decent res- 
ult,” he said. 

The temperature at kick-off is

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Indonesian economy may 
shrink to 3%, analysts say 


JAKARTA (R) — Indonesia’s' 
economy, battered by falling oil 
prices, may shrink in 1986 for the 
first time since President Suharto 
came to power 20 years ago. Wes- 
tern analysts said last week in a 
confidential report. 

The economy could shrink by 
up to three per cent with sluggish 
domestic demand, growing une- 
mployment and a prolonged ind- 
ustrial recession adding to the nat- 
ion’s oil woes, according to the 
report obtained by Reuters. 

The negative forecast comes 
when Indonesia is preparing for a 
general election next April, with 
political tensions simmering after 
a wave of Islamic unrest in the 
world’s fifth most populous cou- 
ntry. 

It also reflects a general eco- 
nomic downturn in Asia. Sin-' 
gapore and the Philippines are 
seeing their economies shrink and 
the International Monetary Fund 
has already said. that Asia overall 
will slip to an average growth rate 
of less than 3.5 per cent. 

Since President Suharto came 
to power in 1966, Indonesia has 
maintained steady economic imp- 
rovement, with the oil bonanza of 
foe 1970s financing ambitious and 
largely successful development . 
programmes. ■ ■

Indonesia faces bard choices 
ahead of a politically charged ele- 
ction year. 

The report, given to Reuters on 
condition its source was not pub- 
lished, varied with the gov- 
ernment’s forecast. National Pla- 
nning Minister Johannes Su marlin 
told Reuters last month that 
growth would be about the same 
as last year — 23 per cent 

The government's prediction is 
based on oil prices averaging *25 a 
barrel this year. But Western ban- 
kers and analysts say il 5 to S>20 a 
barrel is more realistic. 

Private Indonesian economists 
were quoted few days ago in the 
country's leading daily 
newspaper, Kompas as also pre- 
dicting shrinkage. 

The economists said that with 
die nation’s population increasing 
at a rate of more than two per cent 
a year, stagnant economic con- 
ditions would likely result in shr- 
inkage and agreed that the gov- 
ernment’s oil price assumption 
was too optimistic. 

Indonesia’s population of 165 
milkcm is creating enormous social 
and economic dilemmas for die 
government, which must find jobs 
tor an estimated two million wor- 
kers jokuhg the labour market 
every year. 


Iraqi minister predicts oil 
prices at lt>20 by year-end 

BAGHDAD .(R) — Iraqi Oil Minister Qassera Ahmad Taqi was 
quoted Saturday as saying oil prices were now better than two 
months ago and were likely to rise to !t>20 a barrel by the northern 
hemisphere waiter. 

The English-language Baghdad Observer also quoted him as say- 
ing Iraq hoped the next organisation of Petroleum Exporting Cou- 
ntries (OPEC) ministerial meeting would set a “fair” oil production 
quota for Iraq, which rejects its current allocation of 1.2 million 


barrels per day (b/d). 

“Iraq will demand fairer quotas 1 
eduled to convene on June 25, taki 


from the OPEC conference, sch- 
taking into consideration the reserve 
of each member state, its production capacity and financial needs,” 
he said. 

The daily also quoted him as saying Iraq would shortly begin 
exporting gas to Kuwait under an accord signed last year. 


Saudi Arabia devalues rival 


BAHRAIN (R) — Saudi Arabia, the world’s largest 
ofl exporter, devalued its currency by 2.7 per cent 
Sunday in a move bankers linked to the collapse in 
ofl prices this year. 

Bankers said the value of the 
riyal was reduced to 3.75 to the 
dollar from 3.65, effective Son- 
day. The previous rate had been 
operative since June 10 last year. 

They said it was die kingdom's 
largest devaluation. 

Officials at the Saudi Arabian 
Monetary Agency (SAMAL the 
country’s central bank, could not 
be reached immediately for com- 
ment Bankers in Saudi Arabia 
said the SAMA message inf- 


orming banks of the move gave no 

explanation. 

They said the devaluation 
would boost local budget revenues 
in riyals because most government 
receipts come from oil, priced in 
dollars. 

Bankers estimate government 
revenues fell last year to less than 
a third of their 19S1/2 peak of 
over SI 13 billion because of the 
weak oil market, and oil prices 
have fallen by half this year to i 1 5 


a barrel or less. 

Uncertainty over oil prices led 
Saudi Arabia to postpone its 
1986/87 budget, due in March. 

Newsof the delay in the budget, 
now expected to be announced in 
August or September, led to unp- 
recedented speculation against 
the Saudi currency, resulting in 
soaring Saudi riyal interest rates. 

Foreign exchange dealers tho- 
ught a devaluation would be a key 
part of any budget strategy. 

SAMA called in top officials in 
mid -March from tbe Saudi banks 
and told them it wanted the spe- 
culation to cease, saying no dev- 
aluation was planned in the short- 
term, bankers reported. 


The SAMA demand succeeded 
in dampening specualuon. Bui 
dealers said Sunday's Saudi move 
was a pre-emptive move designed 
to arrest renewed speculative att- 
acks on tbe riyal that were bound 
to occur as the budget ann- 
ouncement approached. 

With reduced expectations for 
further depreciation of the Saudi 
currency, which has been dev- 
alued in steps since 1978 when it 
ended the year at 3.3150 to the 
dollar, interest rates fell in trading 
among Saudi and Bahrain banks 
Sunday. 

Three-month interest rates 
dropped about 0.75 per cent to 
around 7.25 per cent. 


OPEC countries call for urgent solutions 
to help Africa overcome economic woes 


UNITED NATIONS, (OPE- 
CNA) — Organisation of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) countries joined other 
Third World nations in calling for 
urgent and imaginative solutions 
to Africa’s economic problems at 
the special session of the General 
Assembly which ended here last 
week. 

Venezuela pleaded for a just 
solution of Africa’s debt problem, 
but without ignoring simil ar sit- 
uations in other developing reg- 
ions. 

Addressing the special session 
on Africa's plight, attended by 
delegates from 159 U.N. member 
states, Venezuelan Foreign Min- 
ister Simon Alberto Coasalvi said 
that what was required were pol- 
itical solutions and a recognition 
of co responsibility between deb- 
tors and creditors. 

He said balance in the int- 
ernational political and economic 
system demanded in tellige nt, fle- 
xible and all-round cooperation. 
Developed countries, he insisted, 
could not turn their backs on die 
African reality or forget their his- 
toric Hnlcs with the continent. 

The minister said they should 
transfer resources and knowledge 
lo Africa and take its real needs 
into account within die general 
framework of die plan of action 
proposed by the Organisation of 
African Unity (OAU). 

Hie urged developing countries 
to support Africa through South- 
South cooperation, as cal led for by 
the Caracas plan of action, but 
pointed out that accesslo and sta- 


bilisation of raw materia] markets 
was a problem facing all Third 
World countries which should be 
solved on a global scale. 

The leader of the Venezuelan 
delegation said the yearly average 
of hlO billion in additional aid 
needed for the implementation of 
the African ‘ ‘priority programme’’ 
was modest by comparison with 
the volume of resources being tra- 
nsferred from developing to ind- 
ustrialised countries. 

For the United Arab Emirates 
(UAE). Ambassador Mohammad 
A1 Shaali said the current int- 
ernational economic situation was 
not favourable towards countries 
which exported primary products. 
Collective, rather than selective, 
development was the answer to 
Africa's problems. 

He said African countries were 
facing debts accumulated over 
several decades as a result of col- 
onialist policies which had drained 
their economic resources. Adv- 
anced industrialised states and 
multinationals bore partial res- 
ponsibility for finding solutions 
which would compensate the con- 
tinent. 

The ambassador said the UAE 
had allocated a Hi gh percentage of 
its national income to the dev- 
eloping countries, especially those 
in Africa, with whom it shared 
deeply-rooted ties. 

Ecuadorian Ambassador Mig- 
uel Alboraoz raid the solution to 
the African crisis lay in promoting 
sustained development, which was 
foe goal of the United Nations. He 
asked the would body to pinpoint 


areas where action was required. 

Iranian Deputy Foreign Min- 
ister Mohammad Javad Laradjani 
called on industrialised nations to 
donate part of foe money they had 
saved as a result of falling oil pri- 
ces to help African economic dev- 
elopment. 

He said declining oQ prices had 
brought developed countries a 
saving of about ^320 billion , while 
foe total foreign resources needed 
for foe five-year African dev- 
elopment plan added up to a mere 
J45 billion. “It is only fair that 
these lucky profiteers should 
make a humble donation -towards 
implementing the plan.” he 
added. 

Saudi Arabian representative. 
Mr. Samir Al Shihabi said the 
kingdom had supported every 
move to telp Africa solve its eco- 
nomic problems and had extended 
>3 billion in loans through foe 
Saudi Fund for Development to 
needy African states, in addition 
to grants and aid worth more than 
n 370 million. 

He said foe figures proved that 
Saudi Arabia came next to foe 
United States in terms of aid ext- 
ended to developing countries. 

Kuwaiti Ambassador Moh- 
ammad Abul Hassan praised the 
collective effort by the int- 
ernational community to help Afr- 
ica recover from its chronic eco- 
nomic problems at a time of an 
increasing tilt towards uni- 
lateraLbilateral and limited bloc 
approaches to problems of obv- 
ious global dimensions. 

** We believe it is imperative to 


resort to concerted intemation.i! 
effort if foe goal is to create pol- 
itical and economic security and 
stability for the world.” he dec- 
lared. 

The ambassador said African 
nations had been seeking com- 
mitments to a large-scale inercusc 
in aid. while emphasising the rok- 
public and private sources ir. 
Kuwait had played in aiding fri- 
endly African states. He stressed 
that Kuwait would continue to 
honour its commitments and fulfil 
its obligations to the development 
of Africa. 

Mr. Abul Hassan said the world 
could not hope for security, peace 
and stability if Africa continued to 
remain in its present critical eco- 
nomic situation. He also called for 
a reorientation and coordination 
in place of unilateralism, which 
was detrimental to everyone in an 
area of increasing interdepen- 
dence among nations. 

The special session also heard 
Mr. Adnan Outran of foe Arab 
League, who told delegates foal 
the international community bore 
a grave responsibility in rectifying 
foe African situation. He said foe 
world must help African countries 
to correct declining productive- 
capacities and to make optimum 
use of available resources. 

Describing Arab assistance to 
Africa as “spontaneous coo- 
peration,'’ he said no strings wen* 
attached to Arab aid. because 
conditional assistance was an inf- 
ringement of the sovereignty of 
foe recipient. 


Trade talks 
stress farming 

SEOUL (R) — Trade ministers 
and officials from 18 -countries 
support foe idea that the farming 
should be a main topic in a pro- 
posed new round of world trade 
talks. South Korean Trade Min- 
ister Kum Jin -Ho said Sunday. 
Speaking at the end of the inf- 
ormal two-day meeting of foe 
world trade body GATT (General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade), 
Mr. Kum said: “In view of foe ser- 
iousness of foe problems con- 
cerning agricultural trade and pol- 
icies, there was a widely-held view 
that foe trade in agricultural pro- 
ducts should be an integral part of 
the agenda of the new round.” 


Belgian unions promise more action 
but premier insists on austerity plans 


BRUSSELS (R) — Belgian uni- 
ons have pledged farther labour 
unrest after more than 100,000 
people turned out for a dem- 
onstration against austerity mea- 
sures planned by the centre-right 
government. 

The socialist unions who org- 
anised Saturday’s protest in Bru- 
ssels said 200,000 people took 
part and showed- foe strength of 
feeling against Prime Minister 
Wflfried Martens* plans for huge 
cuts in education, health and soc- 
ial security spending. 

The leader of foe opposition 
Socialist Party, Mr. Guy Spitaels. 


looked forward to a continuation 
of widespread strikes in the public 
sector, which started almost a 
month ago. 

“This is a crucial moment to 
apply pressure as the government 
does not know what to do.” he 
said. 

But Mr. Martens, in a tough 
speech after foe demonstration, 
emphasised foe need for austerity 
to reduce Belgium's large public 
sector deficit, running at 11 per 
cent of gross national product 
(GNF), and condemned what he 
called foe political nature of foe 
protest. 


"The voters have chosen — the 
parbamentary majority cannot be 
destroyed by extra-parliamentary 
action.” he said. 

Mr. Louis Michel, leader of the 
right-wing Liberal Reform Party 
— part of the four-party ruling 
coalition —said he considered the 
demonstration a failure. 

The Belgian press had forecast 
that the demonstration might be 
foe last major protest of foe cam- 
paign. which originally united the 
socialists and foe Christian unions 
but has been undermined by qua- 
rrels over the aims of the action.

Gonzalez heads for big win, poll says 


YlADRID (R) — Spain’s ruling 
Socialist Party (PSOE) will retain 
its absolute majority in the June

The poll is in line with earlier 
surveys giving Prime Minister Fel- 
ipe Gonzalez a comfortable maj- 
ority for a second four-year term 
of office. 

The PSOE and the major opp- 
osition party, the rightist Popular 
Coalition (CP) of Manuel Fraga, 
were forecast to net 46 and 24 per 
cent of the vote respectively, a 
slight decline for both parties from 
the last general election four years, 
ago. 

The poll said the PSOE would 
win at least 194 seats in the 350 
member parliament. The Soc- 
;alists now have 202 deputies. 

The Communists were forecast 
to slip to 3.9 per cent of the vote 
from six per cent in 1982. while 
former Prime Minister Adolfo 
Suarez' centrist CDS party was 


given eight per cent, more than 
double the votes he won in the last 
election. 

Political analysts said this ref- 
lected an attempt by conservative 
voters to find an al tentative leader 
to Fraga who was forecast to lead 
his party to a second consecutive 
defeat. 

The rest of the votes went to 
regional nationalist and fringe 
parties. 

Mr. Gonzalez held his first mee- 
ting of the camp aign Saturday 
night in the bulbing at Valencia 
•where he told 25,000 supporters 
his government had made mis- 
takes, but he asked for “patience 
to achieve progress in Spam.” 

Mr. Gonzalez admitted the Soc- 
ialists were wrong when they pro- 
mised to create 800,000 new jobs 
in their first four-year terra of off- 
ice. 

Most economists agree that 
unemployment, which rose from 
165 per cent when the Socialists 
took office in 1982 to more than 


22 per cent now, the highest rate 
in western Europe, is the country’s 
biggest economic problem. 

Thousands of jobs were lost 
under the Socialists’ austerity pol- 
icies, which Mr. Gonzalez said 
were necessary to achieve rec- 
overy. Since 1982 inflation has 
been trimmed six points to a cur- 
rent eight per cent and the balance 
of payments has been turned aro- 
und from a deficit to a b5 billion 
surplus. 

“This restructuring process has 
caused me great sorrow, but let 
there be no doubt that it was nec- 
essary,” Mr. Gonzalez said. 

Rightist opposition leader Mr. 
Fraga kicked off his campaign in a 
Madrid park where he blasted the 
Socialists on their failure to pro- 
vide jobs. 

"We have the highest level of 
unemployment in Europe,” he 
said. "Four years of Socialism 
have shown the people that there 
has been no change.” 


16 S. Koreans arrested 
after Chonju street protests 


CHONJU. South Korea (R) — 
South Korean police said Sunday 
they had arrested 16 people after 
firing tear gas to disperse tho- 
usands of anti-government dem- 
onstrators at this south western 
provincial capital Saturday night 

Radical students, workers and 
other you ths chanting "down with 
military dfatotorship" and "out 
with U.S. imperialism,” attacked 
riot police with stones and petrol 
bombs, and about a dozen people 
were injured, witnesses sail. 

Tne protesters also accused the 
main opposition New Korea 
Democratic Party (NKDP), bac- 
ked by dissident leaders Kim 
Dae-Jung and Kim Young- Sam. 
of "collusion with dictator Chun 
Doo Hwan and American imp- 
erialists.” 

They had earlier blocked the 
entry of Kim Young- Sam and 
NKDP head Lee Min- Woo into a 


major party rally in the city centre 
and scuffled with party members 
shouting: "Repent, NKDP.” The 
opening of tbe meeting was del- 
ayed an hour. 

The youths also denounced the 
two Kiras as “traitors to the nation 
and lackeys of the Americans.” 

Initially, abouT30,000 chanting 
demonstrators staged a peaceful 
street march after tbe rally, the 
witnesses said. 

Kim Dae-Jung was prevented 
by police from coming to Chonju 
because he is still banned from 
political activity due to a sus- 
pended 20-year jail term for sed- 
ition.

MANILA (k) — Thousands of 
supporters of Ferdinand Marcos 
Hatched through Manila on Sun- 
day. swelling a small number wbo 
had walked 450 kilometres from 
his hone province to demand that 
the ousted president should he 
allowed to return from exile. 

Police estimated that up to 
30.000 people were taking part in 
the march in Manila —the biggest 
pro- Marcos crowd to assemble in 
the capital since the ex-president 
fled the Philippines in February. 

Braving taunts and an occ- 
asional stone from supporters of 
President Corazon Aquino, they 
shouted slogans like "Marcos pa 
rin” (Marcos again) and walked 
behind a funeral car which carried 
a flag-drapped coffin with " Death 
of democracy’’ scrawled on it. 

Police said there were no ser- 
ious incidents as the marchers ent- 
ered the city limits waving anti- 
Aquino banners and placards. 

The march began in I locos 
Norte. Marcos' home province in 
the north, on May 17. 

Fewer than 1.000 people arr- 
ived Saturday night at Valenzuela, 
last stop on tbe march before the 
capital. But busloads of sup- 
porters joined them on Sunday, 
when they set out for a central 
Manila park where they held a 
rally. 

Scores of marchers were injured 
last Friday when Aquino sup- 
porters beat them with clubs in 
Tarlac. the president’s home town 
north of Manila. 

Police were standing tty on Sun- 
day in case of trouble, but despite 
occasional scuffles with Aquino 
supporters there were no imm- 
ediate reports of injuries. 

Marcos, who had ruled the Phi- 
lippines for 20 years, was toppled 
on Feb. 25 by a civilian-backed 
militaiy revolt. 

He has lived in exile in Hawaii 
since then but teprin touch with 
his supporters through daily 
long-distance telephone calls and 
encouraged demonstrations aga- 
inst the Aquino government. 

Mrs. Aquino, 53, the first 
woman president of the Phi- 
lippines who will celebrate 100 
days in office on Thursday, has 
cancelled die passports of Marcos, 
his family members and associates 
who fled with him.

Moscow 
warns 
S. Africa 
against 
more raids 

UNITED NATIONS (R) — The 
Soviet Union has called on South 
Africa to end what it termed tenor 
and violence after Pretoria's mil- 
itary raids on three blade nei- 
ghbours, the Soviet United Nat- 
ions mission said. 

It said a Soviet protest to South 
Africa was delivered Saturday 
night to ambassador Kurt Von 
Sehimding. warning Pretom that 
it bore all responsibility for any 
further attacks. 

The protest specifically men- 
tioned the South African attacks 
on May 19 against Zimbabwe, 
Zambia and Botswana in which 
three people were killed and many, 
wounded. 

Last week, the Security Council 
failed to condemn the assaults 
because of the vetoes cast by the 
United States and Britain, which 
objected to a proposal that san- 
ctions also be imposed against 
South Africa. 

“These actions were justly qua- 
lified as incompatible with int- 
ernational law and order and civ- 
ilised behaviour,” the Soviet note 
said. 

"References of the Republic of 
South Africa government to the 
attacks as being undertaken aga- 
inst ‘terrorist’ bases are totally 
unfounded,” it said. 

"Equally groundless are att- 
empts to present as a ‘terrorist 
organisation’ the African National 
Congress (ANC) struggling for 
the elimination of die inhuman 
system of apartheid in South Afr- 
ica, condemned by the int- 
ernational community.” 

The Soviet protest said the 
South African government was 
deeply mistaken if it believed unc- 
easing acts of aggression and vio- 
lence against neighbouring cou- 
ntries would intimidate diem. 

It said such actions led only to 
further dangerous deterioration of. 
the situation, in southern Africa 
and further postponed the pos- 
sibility of a just political set- 
tlement in the region.

COLOMBO (R) — Sri Lankan 
troops were oa alert Sunday after 
officials blamed lax security by 
both foe public tmd die security 
forces for two bomb blasts which 
killed 22 people and injured 200 
in Colombo.

“We are taking all security pre- 
cautions but given public neglect 
in security-consciousness, one 
cannot say where the terrorists 
will strike again,” a military off- 
icial told Reuters. 

Zn another guenfila action, 21 
soldiers and five civilians were kil- 
led by a landmine in eastern Tri- 
ncomalee district on Friday. 

Security officials said aU three 
strikes succeeded because the 
public and troops had not paid suf- 
ficient attention to frequent ins- 
tructions cm security precautions. 

National Security Minister Lal- 
ith AthulathraudaH said Saturday 
adequate safety measures were 
not taken at the Colombo factory 
of Ceylon Cold Stores, althongh it 
received warnings from police that 
the plant was a target. 

He also said troops had ignored 
orders to travel on foot wherever 
possible to avoid landmines. 

Police and soldiers searched all 
vehicles entering Colombo and 
tightened security at all vulnerable 
sites after a bomb ripped through 
two carriages of a train bound for 
Colombo from eastern Batticaloa 
district. 

The explosion struck minutes 


after the train with about 300 
people on board left Veyangoda 
Station, 40 kilometres north of 
Colombo, aod was speeding past 
rice fields towards die capital.

Dhaka warns Delhi not to back rebels 


DHAKA (R) — Bangladesh Sun- 
day warned India against sup- 
porting tribal insurgents in foe 
southern Chittagong Hill Tracts 
and said such a move would be an 
unfriendly act. 

Foreign Minister Huraayun 
Rasheed Choudhuiy told a press 
conference he was awaiting con- 
firmation of newspaper reports 
that India was providing sanctuary 
to guerrillas fighting government 
troops* 

“It will be an unfriendly act if 
India is providing succour to foe 
Shanti Bahini (guerrillas) and 
backing their insurgency,” he said. 

Tbe New Nation and Ittefaq 


newspapers, quoting military 
commanders, reported that India 
was giving “logistic support” to at 
least 8,000 tribesmen housed in 
camps in southern Tripura. 

"All I can say is that some act- 
ivities are going on there in foe 
south and we will take it up with 
India as soon as we have frill rep- 
orts," Mr. Choudhuiy said. 

The Shanti Bahini took up arms 
in early 1970s to demand aut- 
onomy for foe 13.000 square kil- 
ometres of rugged mountains and 
dense forests in foe Chinttagong 
Hill Tracts district which borders 
Burma and India.

Foreign students in Peking after long march 


PEKING (R) — Eighteen African 
and Asian studepts said Sunday 
they were meeting embassy off- 
icials after walking for six hours 
through the night towards Peking 
following warnings they might be 
attacked by Chinese students. 

The students from more than a 
dozen countries told Reuters they 
arrived in foe capital Saturday 
after being hustled out of a hotel in 
foe eastern city of Tianjin by pol- 
ice who said Chinese students 
were coming to attack them. 

The walk came after a week of 
unrest at Tianjin campuses sta- 
rting with a siege on May 24 in 
which 500 Chinese students held 
25 foreigners, including the 18 
students, hostage for five hours 
after a dance in a dining ha II. 

“We are very tired,' p one stu- 
dent said. “We are not used to 
walking so far." Students said 
mileposts indicated they had wal- 


ked 30 kilometres. 

Asked if foe students would 
return to Tianjin to continue their 
studies, an African said: "It’s not a 
good idea to go back now. It is too 
dangerous.” 

He said officials roused them 
after midnight Saturday at foe 
hotel where they were taken after 
last Saturday's riot. He said foe 
officials tokl them they would be 
taken to Peking for their safety. 

The officials wanted the group 
to spend foe night at a hotel en 
route to Peking, but foe students 
refused ■ and began walking foe 
150-kilometre journey. OmdaJs 
arrived from Peking six hours later 
and drove them to the city centre 
where they dispersed, many 
heading for their embassies. 

“We are all here” one student 
said, wearily sipping a beer at a 
Peking cafe. “But all we have is 
these do foes that we wore to foe 


dance. Everything else is in Tia- 
njin.” 

Foreigners in Tianjin said cam- 
puses were tense after 150 Chi- 
nese students surrounded a for- 
eigners’ dormitory at Nankai Uni- 
versity adjoining Tianjin Uni- 
versity on Friday night. 

There was no violence and for- 
eigners who barricaded them- 
selves inside said officials dis- 
persed the crowd quickly. .

Ariane crash casts doubt over Western space industry 


PARIS (R) — The crash of a Eur- 
opean Ariane rocket and its sat- 
ellite payload this weekend is the 
latestm a series of disasters to cast 
serious doubts over tbe launch 
capability of foe Western space 
industry. 

The Ariane-2 rocket was blown 
up on Saturday, shortly after 
blast-off from foe jungle space 
centre at Kourou in French Gui- 
ana when its third stage failed to 
ignite. 

The year had started in foe 
worst possible way when foe U.S. 
space shuttle Challenger blew up 
on lift-off from Cape Canaveral 
on Jan. 28, killing all seven ast- 
ronauts on board and grounding 
the shuttle programme at least 
until July next year. 

Moraleplunged at the U 5. Nat- 
ional Aeronautics and Space 
Agency (NASA), which had inv- 
ested its reputation in foe manned 
shuttle programme despite cri- 
ticism that an unmanned launch 
capability was needed as welL 

Since foe disaster foe agency 
has come under fire for lax safety 


standards, not only from the ind- 
ependent commission inv- 
estigating foe tragedy but also 
from astronauts who have exp- 
ressed reluctance to fly again until 
standards improve. 

NASA's need for a success in 
the wake of foe shuttle disaster 
made a second accident foe fai- 
lure of an unmanned Delta rocket 
on May 3, all foe more difficult to 
accept. 

That rocket carrying a weather 
satellite, was blown up by officals 
after it veered off course 71 sec- 
onds into flight. 

The crash marked foe end of a 
remarkable series of 43 successful 
Delta launches going bade to Sep- 
tember 1977, and was only foe 
10th failure in 177 Delta Sights. 

‘‘We were counting on getting 
back on trade with this... we’re 
very disappointed,” Delta Project 
Manager William Russel said. 

It was in fact the third setback 
for the U5. programme this year. 
On April 18 an unmanned Titan 
34D rocket exploded on launch 


from Vandenberg Air Force Base 
in California. 

NASA had established a rem- 
arkable record for success in space 
fHgjbt over foe past 25 years. 

But after foe grounding of foe 
shuttle programme, satellite ope- 
rators were forced to look to Eur- 
ope’s Ariane programme as foe 
only viable Western commercial 
satellite launch system. 

The Ariane programme, which 
until last year could handle a max- 
imum of only five launches a year 
from its single launchpad at Kou- 
rou, doubled capacity to around 
10 a year with the inauguration of 
a second launchpad in March. 

The Ariane programme suf- 
fered a major setback last Sep- 
tember when an Ariane-3 rocket 
with two satellites aboard had to 
be destroyed in flight due to an 
engine problem. The failure del- 
ayed the launch programme for 
about three months. 

The latest crash will mean fur- 
ther delays, although Ari- 
anespace Chairman Frederic 


O’ Ailest would only say‘*itisclear 
that there is very great work to do 
before we give foe go-ahead for 
foe next launch.” 

Mr. D’ Ailest said an ind- 
ependent commission of inquiry 
into the crash was being asked to 
report by the end of June. 

"The consequences for the lau- 
nch timetable will only, known 
after we have received the report 
of foe commission erf inquiry,” be 
told journalists. 

China and Japan are developing 
satellite launching capabilities but 
cannot yet handle large satellites. 
Countries such as Brazil are also 
working on space programmes but 
they will not come into operation 
before the end of the decade. 

Arianespace had 32 satellite 
launch contracts up to foe end of 
the 1980s, and a significant delay 
in foe launch schedule this year 
could create serious tel- 
ecommunications- bottle-necks, 
especially for developing nations 
sum as Indonesia, space officials 
said .
